Syria early yesterday afternoon 
. fired an undisclosed number of anti- 
aircraft missiles at an Israeli recon- 
naissance craft over the Bekaa 
region in Lebanon. Syria claimed 
that an Israeli plane was shot down, 
but the IDF spokesman insisted that 
all craft relumed unharmed. 

. Earlier, at dawn yesterday, 
reporters in Beirut said that several 
more missiles had been fired, but 
military sources denied that there 
were any Israeli aircraft in the area 
at that time.. 

The anti-aircraft missiles fired 
yesterday were all dispatched from 
inside Syrian territory, not from one 
of the five SAM-6 missile batteries 
now sited in Lebanon. There was no 
information available last night as to 
which missiles were fired, but 
observers believe them to have been 
either SAM-2s or SAM -3s, probably 
the former. • 

-The Syrians have two SAM-3, 
two SAM-2 and four more SAM-6 
batteries now deployed on the 
Lebanese-Syrian border. 

Military observers here said that 
the Syrian decision to fire the mis- 
siles did not necessarily mean an im- 
mediate escalation of the conflict 
between the two countries. It was 


the first time. the Syrians have done 
so sinct; the 1973 war. 

But the observers agree that the 
decision to fire the missiles was 
serious, and that it negated the 
argument put forward by some of- 
ficials here that the Syrian deploy- 
ment was “political” in nature, not 
military. 

Some observers saw the Syrian 
move as an attempt to draw Israel 
into a military confrontation: while 
others noted that it may have been 
intended to add a sense of urgency 
to the talks here with U.S. special 
envoy Phillip Habib and coax Israel 
into resolving the crisis through 
concessions. 

The only dear consensus was that, 
regardless of Syrian intention, the 
move marked a new level of tension 
between the sides which may serve 
to make conflict inevitable. 

“Israel.” one source said “will 
not be willing to jeopardize the 
freedom of movement it has en- 
joyed in Lebanon for aerial recon- 
naissance purposes these few years. 
In the past, the Israel Air Force has 
shot down over a dozen Syrian air- 
craft which attempted to hamper 
our efforts, and it may be assumed 
that ground-to-air missiles doing the 
same job might meet with the same 
fate.”

U.S. envoy Philip Habib is 
seeking to work out a complex 
settlement to the Lebanese crisis 
whereby all the parties involved 
— Israel, Syria and the 
Lebanese Christians — would in 
effect turn the clock back to the 
beginning of April. Habib will 
embark today on a second 
round of talks in Beirut, 
Damascus and Jerusalem with 
this goal in mind. 

U.S. Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig divulged some details of the 
plan at a closed diplomatic 
luncheon in Washington yesterday. 
Participants said Haig termed the 
plan ”a long shot.” 

Highly placed Israeli sources ex- 
plained last night that the “restora- 
tion of the status quo ante.” 
repeatedly demanded by Premier 
Menahem Begin, would not entail 
merely a withdrawal of the Syrian 
anti-aircraft missiles from Lebanon. 
It would involve an elaborate 
reconstruction of the delicately 
balanced situation that existed in 
eastern Lebanon prior to April 2. 
when the Syrians moved to take 
control of the strategic hills sur- 
rounding Zable. 

Among the possible elements of 
the hoped-for settlement would be: 
• The Maronile Christian forces 


centred in northern Lebanon would 
Lease their thrust towards Greek 
Catholic Zahlc, which lies astride a 
major Syrian supply line to Beirut. 

• There would be an end to 
Christian-Sxrian- friction in the 
Zahle area and the Syrians, for their 
part, would loosen their hold cm 
strategic peaks in the area and end 
their encirclement of the city. 

• This lessening of tension would 
be paralleled by a significant 
decrease in the Israeli military in- 
volvement in Lhe area. Israel would 
undertake to desist from 
"operational” air force flights over 
eastern Lebanon — the kind of 
flights which resulted in the down- 
ing of two Syrian helicopters on 
April 28. 

• This Israeli commitment would 
facilitate the removal — in time and 
without fanfare — of the Syrian mis- 
sile batteries which were deployed 
in eastern Lebanon in the wake of 
the helicopters incident. 

Israel would presumably con- 
tinue. by tacit understanding, its 
spy -plane overflights in Lebanon, 
which it insists are vital for 
intelligence-gathering in the war 
against the PLO. 

These are some of the details in 
the complicated package which 
Habib is understood to be shaping. 
The package, say the Israeli 
sources, would be designed to 
restore a situation that was “by no 
i Conti sued on page 2, col.

Begin defends disclosure of aborted strike on missiles

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
yesterday said he had given details 
about the planned air force strike at 
Syrian missile batteries in Lebanon 
on April 30, because (be govern- 
ment was being unfairly attacked 
and it was his duty to clarify matters 
to the nation. 

The prime minister was winding 
up the Knesset debate on his policy 
sialemenl of Monday. The Knesset 
then adopted a coalition-sponsored 
resolution “taking note of the prime 
minister's statement yesterday and 
his reply today." 

The vote was 51-39, along 
cgalition-opposition lines, with in- 
dependents Yitzhak Peretz, 
Mordechai Eigrably, and Samuel 
Flatto Sharon voting with the coali- 
tion. 

Abba Eban presented an Align- 
ment resolution, co-sponsored by 
Shinui and the Citizens Rights 
Movement that was rejected 
without a count. Among others, it 
called on the government not to ac- 
quiesce in the continued presence 
of the Syrian missiles in Lebanon, 
and to explore- every possibility of 
reaching a political solution to the 
crisis. But it also expressed “sharp 
displeasure at the prime minister’s 
action in publicizing sensitive 
security data” in his speech on 
Monday. 

The session was extremely unru- 
ly. Alignment members heckled 
Begin systematically, standing up, 
walking about, and ignoring the 
pleas for order by their own Deputy 
Speaker Chaike Grossman, who 
was in the chair. At one point, one 


Alignment member even banged on 
his desk about 10 times, and was not 
reprimanded. 

Begin seemingly prompted this 
conduct by quoting statements 
derogatory to Peres from the late 
Moshe Sharett's Political Diary and 
Yitzhak Rabin's memoirs. 

Regarding the details of the plan- 
ned April 30 strike that was called 
off because of poor weather condi- 
tions. Begin said he had revealed no 
military secrets. He said he had 
spoken about this on Monday “w ith 
a most anihoritative person” who 


had told him: “No. it is of no impor- 
tance.” 

Begin said that critics had been 
try ing to beat the government with 
two different sticks. There were 
those who were accusing it of dragg- 
ing the nation into war by saying 
that if diplomatic efforts failed to 
gel .the Syrian batteries out of 
Lebanon, military measures would 
be taken. And others faulted the 
government for not having 
destroyed the batteries as soon as 
they were discovered. 

“What was 1 supposed to do, as 


head of this government, when it 
..as being attacked simultaneously 
from opposite sides? I had to clarify 
the situation to the entire nation. 
Was I to allow it to be misled?" 

Begin took Peres to task for hav- 
ing insisted, and rather proudly, in 
hi; speech o:t Monday, that '.here 
was no consensus between the 
government and the Alignment, 
even on Lebanon. 

This. Begin said, was at odds with 
Peres' statement at the conclusion 
of the briefing Begin gave him and

Ex-Air Force officer: 

‘Premier revealed operational secrets’

- Former Air Force intelligence 
chief Tat-Aiuf (Res.) Yeshayahu 
Bareket said on television last night 
that in his 25 years in the IAF he 
was unable to recall such an occur- 
rence of “revealing operational 
secrets',” as made by Premier and 
Defence Minister Menahem Begin 
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over the aborted strike at the Syrian 
missiles in Lebanon. 

He said it was clear what enemy 
intelligence would learn from 
Begin's disclosures, but he would 
not go into detail for security 
reasons. 

Anyone in the armed forces doing 
what Begin did would be held 
responsible for a serious violation or 
military arid stale secrets, he said, it 
had created a “very delicate situa- 
tion,' and an obstacle” which could 
“cost sweat, und hopefully not 
blood.” 

Begins disclosures that the three 
air force attacks he ordered on 
April 30 against the Syrian ground- 
to-air missiles had to be cancelled 
because of weather conditions were 
aired in the Knesset Foreign Affairs 
and Defence Committee yesterday. 

Acting chairman MeirTaimi said 
that since Begin was due to brief the 
committee . in the near future it 
would be possible to ask him for an 
explanation for his disclosures, and 


he said he would inform Begin in 
writing that the question would 
come up. 

An official present at the commit- 
tee session said in reply to a ques- 
tion that the very same facts dis- 
closed by Begin had been censored 
out . of the newspapers the day 
before “for security reasons.” The 
official said he had no information 
us to whether or not Begin con- 
sulted anybody before making his 
-disclosures. 

(In the plenum Begin said he con- 
sulted after making his disclosures, 
and got a green light post factum.)

Jobless rate lower with economic recovery

TEL AVIV. — Unemployment has 
dropped significantly in the first 
quarter of 1980, from its peak of 5.6 
per cent in the last quarter of 1980 
to under 5.0 per cent in the first 
three months of this year. Labour 
and Social Affairs Minister Israel 
Katz disclosed yesterday. 

Citing a steady downward trend 
for January. February and March. 
Katz credited the good news to 
heightened government concern 
over the issue, which led to various 
job-training programmes in 
cooperation with the HisLadrut and 
private industry. He predicted a 
continued drop in unemployment 
for the second quarter of the year, 
spurred by the effects of pre- 
election policies. 

Bank of Israel economists in 
Jerusalem gave similar explanations 
for the thinning in the ranks of the 
jobless, pointing to greater slate 
economic activity and monetary ex- 
pansion as causes. In fact, the 
country has been moving out of a 
recession since spring 1980. they 
said, as has most of the world, and 


unemployment statistics are only 
the last figures to reflect the trend. 

Expansion, of the last few months 
has centred in local production, for 
which a rise in demand has been 
registered, set off by a drop in ex- 
ports for the first quarter of 1981, 
the bankers added. They explained 
that higher real wages have con- 
tributed to an increase in demand, 
which has in turn stimulated the de- 
mand for production workers. 

National Insurance Institute 
figures for April show 8 per cent 
fewer unemployment compensation 
claims — a total of 14,000. The 
Bank of Israel report slated for 
publication at the end of this month 
notes that for the first lime in Israeli 
history, it has become socially 
legitimate to accept unemployment 
pay. The authors expressed fear lest 
the practice become rooted among 
the country's workers. 

Efforts are* being made, it was 
reported, to prevent improper ob- 
taining of unemployment benefits. 
In one recent investigation into 135 
cases that were termed suspicious' 
by six different labour exchanges, 
34 were found to be totally faultless.

LONDON (Reuter). — British 
Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington 
said m a radio interview yesterday 
that any Middle East settlement, 
must allow for . the views of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization, 
which he called “not in itself ter- 
rorist.” 

He said that when he becomes 
president of the European com- 
munity's council of ministers in July 
he will not rule out a meeting with 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat. 

Carrington told the BBC's world 
service that a section of the 
Organization undoubtedly practises 
terrorism, but “there are a great 


many members of the PLO who are 
not terrorists at all.” ‘ 

Referring to an EEC summit, 
declaration in Venice last year that 
the PLO must be associated with 
peace negotiations in the; Middle 
East, the foreign secretary said: “I 
think what the Europeans are saying 
is not that we bless the PLO, or 
bless any particular organization. 
What they are saying is that the 
PLO is the only organization which 
represents the Palestinians... 

“And therefore, if you are going 
to get a settlement in the Middle- 
East. you are going to have to take 
account of the PLO’s views."

Meanwhile, neither Syria nor 
Israel has given any overt sign of 
shifting ground on the crisis. Syria 
insists that the missiles it deployed 
in eastern Lebanon last month are 
there for legitimate defensive pur- 
poses and will not be withdrawn, 
and Israel demands that the status 
quo be restored. 

Begin has drafted a reply to U.S. 
President Ron ( ald Reagan, 
reiterating that Israel will not come 
to terms with the continued 
presence of Syrian missiles on 
Lebanese soil. At the same time, the 
message stresses that Israel still 
hopes for a peaceful solution to the 
crisis. . 

In Damuscus. the official Ba'aih 
Party newpaper warned Begin to 
“think twice before he goes too far 
in his foolishness and threats to 
strike against Syria ." It pointed out 
that in the event or an attack Israel 
would face not just the Arab 
countries, “but also the strategic 
wall of Syrian-Soviet friendship and 
cooperation.” 


The newspaper did -not specifical- 
ly respond to Begin's appeal in the 
Knesset on Monday that Syria 
withdraw its missiles from Lebanon. 
But diplomatic sources in 
Damascus are reported . as. saying 
that Syrian President Hafez Assad 
would find it extremely. difficult to 
remove the missiles, now that they 
have become the focus of inter- 
national attention, without extreme 
loss of face, . 

U.S. Secretary of State Alexander 
Haig said in Washington yesterday 
that while the Syrian-lsrael situation 
remains grave, it is still too early to 
deem the U.S. envoy's mission a 
failure.

Smuggled shrimps anger local trawlers

HAIFA. — Israeli fishers who used 


to go after the shrimps off northern 
Sinai have complained that Egyp- 
tians who replaced them after the 
advent of peace are smuggling a 
substantial part of their catch into 
Israel. 

“We fear that nobody is really 
trying to catch them, and they are 
putting the shrimps on the Israeli 
market both overland and by boat,” 
Israel Fishermen's Union secretary 
Eliyahu Alkalai said yesterday. 

The smuggling of up to 500 
kilograms of shrimps a day is 
seriously worrying our own 
fishermen, Alkalai added. They 
can't compete with their own 
shrimp catches, now very meagre 
since Israelis were excluded from 


the lucrative Sinai fishing grounds 
by the 1979 peace treaty. The smug- 
gled shrimps, on which no VAT is 
paid, are seriously depressing 
prices, now as low as IS 100 a kg. 
retail. 

Alkalai noted that the Egyptians 
have adamantly rejected all appeals 
to allow Israeli fishermen to con- 
tinue trawling off the Sinai coast, 
west of EI-Arish. “We believe we 
could do well together and perhaps 
aid the Egyptian fishermen with our 
methods,” he said. Israel has also 
offered to help the Egyptians export 
their shrimps to Europe, where the 
union has good connections, but the 
Egyptians have refused this offer as 
well, arguing that they need all the 
food they can gel for their own peo- 
ple- ’ 


High Court ruling on Arab’s land 

An Arab resident of Jerusalem 
has obtained a show cause order 
from the High Court of Justice 
against the Finance Minister and 
the Israel Lands Administration. 

The appellant complained that the 


administration expropriated his 
land and house in the Armon 
Hanatziv Quarter to make possible 
construction of a villa 
neighbourhood financed by the 
Swiss Jewish businessman, Nessim 
Gaon. 

The order gives the administra- 
tion and ministry 45 days to explain 


why the land was expropriated. The 
order also temporarily prohibits 
them from becoming proprietors of 
the house and land. 

The appellant, Abu Mohammed 
Rubi'in. complained that in 1976 
the administration obtained his land 
through an order issued by the 
Jerusalem District Court. 

The appellant has maintained 
that the expropriation represents a 
divergence From the accepted 
policy, which is not to damage 
houses of inhabitants living in ex- 
propriated areas. (Itim) 


Tel Aviv, Haifa cut budgets

TEL AVIV. -—The Tel Aviv - 
municipal executive yesterday ap- 
proved IS2.58 billion for the 1981 
fiscal year, which is 10 per cent 
lower in real terms than last year’s 
budget. 

“The drastic cuts in personnel 
and services reflected in this 
budget, unequalled among 'local 
authorities or government 
ministries.” have brought the city to 
an absolute minimal level of ser- 
vices, said Mayor Shlomo Lahat. 

The new budget assumes an an- 
nual inflation rare of up to 140 per 
cent, and that the government will 
provide IS833 million to help cover 
state services supplied by the 
municipality, city treasurer Yitzhak 
Alron explained. 

Lahat said that the ministries of 
health, labour and social affairs, and 
education delay transferring funds 
to the municipality, and because of 
inflation they pay for only 33 per 
cent of those services, instead of 75 
per cent. “We must borrow from 
the banks to pay for these services 


and thus go into debi.” 

. He stressed that during the past 
l wo years the municipal rosier was 
cut by some 1,500 posts, and that 44 
per cent of this year’s budget will 
come from municipal taxes, com- 
pared to the 35 per cent minimum 
required by the government. 

Mary Hirschjeld adds: 

Haifa's proposed budget for the 
1981-82 fiscal year is IS 1,21 7m., a 93 
per cent nominal increase over last 
year, M ayor Arye Gurel told a press 
conference on Monday. 

“During the same period the con- 
sumer price index went up by more 
than 132 per cent,** he said. 

The city will spend almost half a 
billion shekels to finance state ser- 
vices such as free education, he 
said. 

The 1981-82 development budget 
is lS265m., compared to last year's 
IS 103m. High expenditure items in- 
clude environmental protection and 
sanitation, the mayor said. “We 
have also managed to save about 49 
per cent in loans and bank interest 
payments, because of our strict sav- 
ing policies." he said. 


New discounts for Tel Aviv card-holders

TEL AVIV. — The Tel Aviv 
Municipality yesterday expanded 
the list of discounts for residents 
bearing the city’s resident cards in 
an effort to encourage more Tel 
Avivians to acquire the cards. Only 
5,000 cards have been issued since 
their introduction last month. 

At first Mayor Shlomo Lahat’s 
idea to issue resident cards raised a 
storm of objections from sur- 
rounding towns. But the storm died 
down when it became apparent that 
Tel Avivians were not rushing to ac- 
quire the cards. 

Persons with resident cards 
costing rS4. are now eligible for a 50 
per cent discount in matriculation 
exam courses, high school educa- 
tion for adults and book borrowing 
in municipal libraries. A 33 per cent 
reduction will be given at the 
central music library, the youth 
music centres and Hebrew ulpan 
classes. 

The resident cards also afford dis- 
counts in municipal swimming 
pools, the Jaffa Tennis Ce'nlre, the 


Sportec. Ha'aretz Museum, 
Hayarkon Park, the fair grounds, 
the Ctnemateque and the Adult 
Education Centre ( un/versita 
amantit ). The entrance to the 
Country Club beach, which became 
a closed beach this summer, is free 
for card-holders.

Government agrees 
to Etzioni talks

The government yesterday for- 
mally agreed to an immediate start 
of ‘ negotiations with the teachers 
unions about the implementation of 
the Etzioni Commission recommen- 
dations. 

On Monday the Histadrut 
teachers union and the Secondary- 
School Teachers Association ac- 
cepted Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin's overture to defuse the 
school crisis, which has been inter- 
mittently disrupting studies for the 
past four months. 

The government named Civil Ser- 
vice Commissioner Eliezer 
Hochsier and senior Education 
Ministry officials to represent it in 
the talks. 

The two teachers unions yester- 
day expressed their hope that the 
talks would be conducted with 
vigour and concluded swiftly, with 
an immediate start to the implemen- 
tation thereafter. 

The Etzioni Commission recom- 
mendalions. submitted in 
December 1979, call for a 30-60 per 
cent pay increase for all teachers as 
well as more working hours by 
teachers in schools, and other 
measure designed to improve the 
teaching profession and the educa- 
tion system. 

The talks are expected to start to- 
day. 

JTem teachers college 
dedicates new clinic 

The David Yellin Teachers Col- 
lege at Beit Hakerem, Jerusalem, 
last week dedicated its Eli and Bes- 
sie Cohen Learning Problems 
Clinic. The clinic helps teachers 
diagnose the causes of learning 
problems that some children 
develop. It is part of the college's 
special education programme and 
of the Rahel Shazar Institute for 
Remedial Education. 

Guests of honour at the dedica- 
tion seminary were Eli and Bessie 
Cohen of Concord, New 
Hampshire and Bal Harbour, 
Florida. Cohen, a retired shoe 
manufacturer, founded three non- 
profit Jewish summer camps 
(Pembroke, Tevya and Tel Noar) in 
New England in the 1940s. The 
camps were dedicated to the

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Court gives legal basis 
to Polish farmers’ union

WARSAW (Reuter). — Poland's 
private farmers legalized their in- 
dependent trade union yesterday. 
The Warsaw provincial court for- 
mally registered the Rural 
Solidarity union after lawyers 
presented and explained its statutes 
at a three-hour session, a court of- 
ficial said. 

The union's 2.5 million members 
thus gained the same labour rights 
as industrial workers whose free 
Solidarity union was granted legal 
status six months ago, after a sum- 
mer of unrest. 

Thousands of fanners waiting in 
the street outside the court cheered 
and sang as the decision was an- 
nounced. 

The court ruling ended an eight- 
month struggle for recognition by 
the farmers, who had to overcome 
stern opposition from Poland's 
communist authorities led by party- 
chief Slanislaw Kania. The Polish 
leadership yielded after a crisis last 
March provoked by a protest in 
favour of the farmers who were 
strongly supported by the Roman 
Catholic Church. 

Yesterday's decision was a 
foregone conclusion after the Polish 
parliament passed a law last 
Wednesday providing the court 
with a legal basis for the union's 
registration. 

The presiding judge, who turned 
down a Rural Solidarity registration 


request earlier this year, said in 
announcing the court's ruling: 
“From this moment, the farmers* 
trade union will be able to under- 
take the defence of private farmers' 
interests in the full majesty of the 

law.” 

The judge added that people 
hoped legalization of the union 
would increase food production. 
Poland is seriously short or food, as 
well as being burdened by huge 
foreign debts. Meat, butter, sugar, 
flour, rice and cereals are rationed. 

In Moscow, Pravda yesterday 
blamed Solidarity and the Kor dissi- 
dent group for what it said was the 
worst quarterly economic record in 
the history; of socialist Poland. In 
the first lengthy Soviet press com- 
ment on Poland for weeks, the 
Communist Party daily said 
Solidarity's recently published 
programme was aimed at seizing 
power and changing the socialist 
system. 

Kbr. it said, had burrowed deep 
into the leadership of Solidarity and 
was still threatening to launch 
strikes to put governing bodies un- 
der pressure. 

In Warsaw, meanwhile, the state 
radio reported on Monday night 
that poet Czeslaw.Milosz, winner of 
the 19S0 Nobel Prize for literature, 
will visit his homeland next month 
after 30 years absence. He left 
Poland in 1951 to go to the U.S. 


Costa Rica severs 
ties with Havana 

SAN JOSE (Reuter). — Costa Rica 
broke diplomatic relations with 
Cuba last night. 

A Foreign Ministry communique 
said the decision was prompted by- 
insulting references to Costa Rica 
made by a Cuban representative in 
a statement to the UN last 
December. 

The Costa Rican decision, 
reflecting a mood of increasing 
coolness towards Havana in the 
region, followed a break announced 
in March by Colombia, which ac- 
cused Cuba of training anti- 
government guerrillas. 

U.S. panel limits 
aid to El Salvador 

WASHINGTON (AP). — Rejecting 
a last-minute appeal from Secretary 
of State Alexander Haig, the U.S. 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee on Monday overwhelmingly ap- 
proved restrictions on U.S. military 
aid to H Salvador. 

The committee voted 11-1 to cut 
off military help and withdraw U.S. 
advisers from El Salvador unless 
President Ronald Reagan certifies 
in writing that that country's 
government can control its armed 
forces, observe basic human rights 
and is making progress on political 
reforms. 

Similar conditions were approved 
by the House of Representatives 
Foreign Affairs Committee two 
weeks ago. But in response to a 
separate appeal from Haig, the 
.committee softened an amendment 
that would have prohibited U.S. 
military aid to Argentina until that 
government moves to account for 
more than 5,000 people ’listed as 
‘‘disappeared." 


8 foreigners in 
neo-Nazi gang 
held by Brazil 

BRASILIA (A). — Federal police 
detained eight foreigners in the 
western town of Carapo Grande and 
charged they were members of a 
neo-Nazi mercenaqf group func- 
tioning in neighbouring Bolivia, the 
Justice Ministry said yesterday. 

Federal police in Carapo Grande, 
about 1,360 kilometres southwest of 
the Brazilian capital, said the group 
was seized upon entering Brazil 
near the border town of Corumba 
Officials said they were carrying 
sacks containing hand grenades and 
paramilitary uniforms. 

The Justice Ministry said it 
ordered a 30-dav arrest period for 
the foreigners: an Austrian, a 
German, a Peruvian, two Argentine 
women and three Bolivians. The 
group could be subject to expulsion 
from the countiy within that period, 
officials said. 

News reports from Campo 
Grande said police also found 
photographs of Adolf Hitler, 
propaganda and documents iden- 
tifying the group as members of an 
organization called Los Novios.de la 
Muerte, which means the grooms of 
death. 


Singapore's President 
Sheares dies in coma 

SINGAPORE (Reuter). - 
Singapore President Benjamin 
Sheares died yesterday from a 
cerebral hemorrhage, an Official an- 
nouncement said. He was 73. 

Sheares, who was the island's 
ceremonial head of state for 10 
years, lapsed into a coma on Sunday 
after the stroke on Friday. He never 
regained consciousness. 

Chief Justice Wee Chong Jin has 
been appointed acting president.

Neo-Nazis claim Karry killing 


BONN. (Reuter) — West German 
police yesterday were checking an 
anonymous neo-Nazi claim of 
responsibility for killing ' Hessen 
state Economics Minister Heinz 
Karry, but they doubt that it was 
genuine, the federal prosecutor's of- ' 
fice said. 

A man claiming to represent a 
previously unknown “Third Reich t 
Movement" said in a call to a 
Frankfurt newspaper office Mon- 
day night that his group killed Karry 
and would carry out further 
political assassinations. 

Karrv, 61, was shot dead in bed at 
his suburban Frankfurt home Mon- 
day morning. He will be given a 


state funeral on Friday. 

The authorities said that there ap- 
peared no doubt about a political 
motive for Karry’s murder. He was 
a controversial figure whose 
policies made enemies among left- 
wingers and environmentalists, and 
they could not be sure whether ths 
attack came from the left or the 
right. 

The police have found the 
murder weapon, a .22 calibre 
revolver stolen from a U.S. army 
depot from which both left- and. 
right-wing extremists were known 
to have stolen arras. The gun had 
been traced back to a robbery in 
1970. 


Bob Marley, 36, Reggae singer 

NEW YORK (Reuter). — Bob 
Marley, the first Reggae singer to 
become an international superstar 
with multi-million record sales 
across the world, has died of cancer 
in a Miami hospital at the age of 36. 

The son of a British army captain 
and a black Jamaican, Marley sang 
of the anger and poverty of the 
Kingston, Jamaica, shanties where 
he spent part of his childhood and 
of the dispossessed the world over. 

Many of Marley’s compositions 
tell of the religion and political out- 
look of the Rastafarians, a Jamaican 
cult whose followers revere the late 
Emperor Haile Selassie of Ethiopia 
arid wear, their hair in a plaited style 
known as "dreadlocks.” 

One of Mariey's songs, "War,*’ 
was based on a speech by Halle 
Selassie which said there would be 
conflict everywhere unless the no- 
tion of racial superiority was aban- 
doned.

65 Iranians killed as Iraq 
strafes Kurdish-held jail 


TEHERAN (Reuter). — At test 65 
Iranians were killed and 61 
wounded when Iraqi aircraft at- 
tacked a prison in- a remote region 
controlled by Kurdish rebels, tbe 
government said yesterday. 

State radio broadcast martial 
music followed by an official state- 
ment that said the attack occurred 
at Sardash, S45 kilometres west of 
Teheran, last Friday. 

The area is under the control of 
the Kurdish Democratic Party, 
which wants autonomy for Kur- 
distan and had captured about 200 
Iranian army troops. Revolutionary 
Guards and government officials. 

The radio said two Soviet-bulb 
Sukhois of the Iraqi Air Force 
bombed the prison with napalm and 
then four Iraqi helicopters attacked 
it with rockets. 

Meanwhile, President Zia ur-

Baghdad as part of taiieraathMial ef- 
forts to end tbe Iran- Iraq war, the 
Iraqi News Agency reported. .

— A convicted ter- 
rorist was elected to a borough 
council on Sunday m the West 
Berlin municipal election that 
ended 26 years of Social 
Democratic Rule, authorities said 
yesterday. 

Election officiate said Gerald 
Kloepper, who was sentenced to 11 
years imprisonment cm kidnapping 
charges in October, was elected on 
a left-wing ticket to the council in 
the Ticrgartcn district, one of West 
Berlin's 12 boroughs. Now appeal- 
ing the sentence, he is confined in a 
West Berlin jaiL 

He was a candidate of the Alter- 
native List, a loose grouping of 


Marxists, Maoists, dissenters, squat- 
ters, neutralists rind dropouts that 
won 7.2 per cent of the (,520,000 
votes cast. 

Kloepper was not elected directly 
but won a seat on rise borough 
council under West. Germany's 
proportional representation elec- 
toral system that gives seats to par- 
ties getting at least 5 per cent of the 
vote. Kloepper, 27, was convicted 
of complicity in the la dnappfo g of 
Peter Lorenz in 1975 when Lorenz 
was the Christian Democratic can- 
didate for mayor. He was accused 
of membership in the June 2 Move- 
ment, an offshoot of the Baader- 
Meinhof terrorist band. 


3 Spanish ‘mistake 
killings’ probed 


MADRID (AP). — The 

paramilitary Civil Guard says it has 
ordered an investigation into tbe 
slaying of three men it arrested and 
killed over the weekend, apparently 
thinking the trio were Basque 
separatist terrorists. 

1 A statement yesterday from Civil 
Guard headquarters in Madrid said 
the investigation would not conflict 
with a judicial inquiry also under 
way. But it shed little light on con- 
flicting official reports of how or 
why the men, reportedly en route to 
a communion service in southern 
Spain, were arrested and allegedly 
slain by the guard.

NATO role unlikely in U.S. Gulf force 


BRUSSELS. — NATO’s top 
military planner said yesterday that 
an alliance-wide contribution to the 
U.S. Rapid Deployment Force in 
the Middle East is impractical. 

But he said all' western countries, 
including France, would assist the 
U.S. individually, if the Soviet 
Union threatens tbe Persian Gulf. 

Canadian Admiral Robert Fails 
was speaking to a news conference 
at the start of a two-day meeting of 
NATO defence ministers. 

“I don't think that it’s 
worthwhile, quite frankly, trying to 
develop a NATO task force because 
that would require consensus of 15 
nations and would require rewriting 
the treaty." 

Under the treaty establishing 
NATO in 1949, allied-ied forces can 
only be used for the defence of 
Western Europe. U.S. Defence 
Secretary Caspar Weinberger has 
asked his 13 counterparts to provide 
assistance to the RDF. 

Falls also said he told the 
ministers he was concerned about 


the growth of Soviet conventional 
forces and said NATO needed to 
beef lip its own non-nuclear deter- 
rent to meet the threat. . 

The NATO military committee is- 
sued a report saying the - Soviet 
Union in 1981 increased its ability 
to mount independent and rapid 
military operations. 

Listing advances in Soviet naval, 
air and ground combat forces, the 
report said restructured Soviet 
ground units “can execute deep and 
rapid penetration offensive 
maneuvers supported by an ever- 
increasing number of attack and as- 
sault helicopter guns hips, as well as 
the newly formed special air assault 
units, such as those observed 
operating in Afghanistan.”. 

When protected by an improved . 
air defence umbrella including new 
missiles, it said, these “enhanced 
'blitz* capabilities of the Warsaw 
Pact must be taken increasingly into 
account by NATO planners.”

Police said Willum Barret, 17, 
was murdered, but the cause of 
death was not immediately 
revealed. An autopsy was ordered. 

Barret was the -first victim to be 
found since April 22. Another black 
youth, last seen on September 14, 
1980, is still missing. Nearly all of 
the victims have been male.

That is why it was decided tb 
put another heart alongside the ex- 
isting one rather than just replace 
it."

but very complicated,” said Yehudit 
Huebner, deputy director-general 
of the ministry.

BECAUSE of Burg's failure to deal 
squarely with the Black Hebrew 
problem during his tenure as 
Interior Minister, the Dimona- 
based cult, has grown in number 
from severe] hundred to several 
thousand members, all living here il- 
legally. 


Burg’s critics claim that in the 
case of Ben-Israel, refusing to 
resolve the would-be Jew's plight is 
unfair and cruel. With no work per- 
mit, Ben-Israel is finding it difficult 
to support his three children. His 
job as a guard at the Western Wail, 
under the patronage of Rabbi Getz, 
nets him less than IS 1,000 a month. 
Ben-Israel has also not been able to 
enroll his children in religious 
schools, despite a permit from the 
Jerusalem Municipality. 

An American familiar with the 
Black Hebrew problem told The 
Post that there are at least three 
dozen other former cnJt members 
also living in limbo in various cities. 
Despite the help they give to the 
police who try to identify new 
recruits at the airport, and informa- 
tion voluntarily provided to the pol- 
ice over the years, none have been 
allowed to resolve their illegal 
residence status. Several, unable to 
cope with the pressures of working 
and living illegally, have reluctantly 
returned to the U.S., a pattern the 
Interior Minister reportedly hopes 
to encourage. 

“Burg is making a mistake,” 
warned one of the ex-cultists who 
recently left for Chicago, unable to 
support his wife and infant son.

IN ISRAEL the season for vernal 
conjunctivitis stretches roughly 
from April to August although a few 
unfortunates seem susceptible to it 
year round. Diagnosis is determined 
by the tale of annual itchiness and 
redness of the eye and the typical 


Often there 
is mild photophobia and sometimes 
tiny raised areas under the upper 
eyelids. When these are particularly 
prominent, they are called “cob- 
blestones.” 

Spontaneous recovery eventually 
occurs but until then symptoms may 
be troublesome and, in the absence 
" J df 'efffectfvay treatment, 'even' 5 ' ih- 
terfere -with' a child's usual ac- 
tivities. Occasionally, in the most 
severe cases, the cornea, the clear 
“window” in the centre of the eye, 
may also be affected by the inflam- 
matory process, and then skilled 
ophthalmologies] care is required. 
This, however, is rare. In the vast 
majority of cases control of the con- 
dition and significant relief of 
symptoms can invariably be achieved 
by various special types of eye drops 
used under medical supervision. 

Unfortunately vernal conjunc- 
tivitis seems more widespread and 
symptomatic in warmer climates 
and its victims who spend part of 
the “season” in a cooler location 
are often pleasantly surprised to ex- 
perience a spontaneous remission 
until they return to Israel.

Training Egged

VHEN MEIR Amit was minister of 
ransport, he maintained that the 
/ninisiry did not have the manpower 
o carry out systematic inspection. 


but he urged the public to complain 
and promised that each complaint 
would be dealt with. 

Public service announcements on 
television delivered that message, 
and Amit made It clear to his staff 
that they were there to serve the 
public. Since Amit left, the ministry 
no longer solicits complaints and is 
rather lackadaisical m its handling 
of those that come in. 

On our desk is a complaint sent to 
the Controller of Road Transport 
on June 15, 1980” about a bus driver 
who -refused to turn down the - 
radio. Only on January 4, 1981, did 
the Jerusalem district office of the . 
Controller of Road Transport inform 
the complainant that on that day he 
had referred the case to the 
. ministry’s legal department' 

It could be worse. Also on 
January 4,. 1981, the same office 
referred., to the legal department 
another complaint that had been 
sent on March 5, 1979. 

Still t I think, the moral is: don’t 
give up the fight, if you have good 
-cause fair complaint, do take the 
trouble of writing to the district of- 
fice of the Controller of Road Tran- 
sport!. And do follow it up. . 

GAD KEREN wrote in his letter 


that the “Dear Egged” cor- 
respondence dealt mainly with the 
problems of tourists, such as lug- 
gage and connecting lines. The real 
sufferer, he thought, was the daily 
commuter and ordinary citizen. He 
continues: 

“Of course, in their replies, the 
'spokesmen’ were only too glad to 
pass the blame for any shortcomings 
on to each other. 

“It sounds unbelievable that ail 
the' Controller of Road Transport 
can do is to try To .arouse the 
awareness' of Egged, which ‘has not 
shown the requisite undemanding.' 
Has he forgotten that his ministry 
has the power of withdrawing the 
operating licence from Egged if 
they do not meet its stipulations? 

“Uri Meretz could do a lot of 
good by simply publishing (probably 
for the first time in living memory) 
the full text of the bus operating 
licence. I would venture a guess that 
he will find there, among other in- 
teresting items, a requirement to 
publish and display lime tables ‘and 
to run buses accordingly;” 

THE REPLY of Uri Meretz, slightly 
abridged, was as follows: 


would leave right now — into stay- 
ing in Dimona by pointing to 
dropouts like me and saying, ‘You 
see, if you don’t 6tay with us, it's 
hello Chicago.' For most of the 
people there, being a Black Hebrew 
is still better than coping with drug 
addicts, murderers, rapists, and 
thieves in U.S. Black ghettos." 

“IF BURG really can't deport the 
cult, and ilso can't bring himself to 
giving them legal residence, then he 
should encourage as many as possi- 
ble to leave the group. That would 
weaken Carter and the hold he has 
over the people. Eventually the cult 
might fall apart. The price would 
be giving residence permits to those 
who want to stay, but at least Israel 
would begin to deal with the 
problem,” Ben-Israel says. 

He was the cult’s .former Sar 
Hashalom (“it's something like be- 
ing Minisier of Absorption or 
Secretary of Health, Education, and 
Welfare,” arriving in Israel in Oc- 
tober 1970 at the age of 17. He had 
been a member of a small, militant 
revolutionary Chicago organization 
— “in the late 60s a lot of American 
blacks were looking for an identity 
to grab onto” — he had been 
favourably impressed with a speech 
made by Carter, just back from two 
years of “wandering in the 
wilderness of Liberia" in prepara- 
tion for the Black Hebrews' journey 
“home to the land of Israel.” 

“I already had a knowledge about 
Israel from my grandparents, fun- 
damentalist Christians.” said Ben- 
Israel. “They taught me about the 
people of the Bible and said one day 
I’d go to the Holy Land and see for 
myself." 

In 1973, Ben-Israel was deported 
from Israel after police checked his 
papers and discovered his tourist 
visa had long expired. He remained 
in Chicago for seven months, long 
enough to send his wife and 
children to Dimona and to borrow 
from his nephew, Bernard Funches, 


ANOTHER FORM of allergic con- 
junctivitis is quite common, par- 
ticularly around the time of year 
when plants release pollen. It is also 
marked by itchiness and redness of 
the eyes. However, other 
characteristic features of vernal 
conjunctivitis, including the “cob- 
blestones,” are absent, and in this 
type, there is usually a clear watery 
discharge, not only from the eyes, 
but also from the nose.

He could 
thus continue using the prescribed 
drops, without having to resort to 
anything stronger. 1 asked him to 
come and see me once every few 
weeks in the coming months so I 
could continue to keep an eye on 
him. 

In my experience over-the- 
counter preparations are not usually 
very helpful in itchy eyes wjiere the 
correct diagnosis is vernal conjunc- 
tivitis; so I would advise someone 
with recurrent -seasonal itchy eyes 
to have a word with his doctor. A 
few moments with him, eye-to-eye 
so to speak, might save a lot of un- 
necessary discomfort. 

works against the story's 
significance. The audience will, for 
instance, be fascinated and amused

“I well understand Mr. Keren’s 
attitude. Il stems from the utter lack 
of confidence that now prevails 
between the users of public tran- 
sport and. those who supply it. 

“I do not belittle the value of in- 
voking the legal measures, but not 
in every case and in all circum- 
stances can the bus cooperative's 
act of omission or commission be 
unequivocally defined as a viola- 
tion. 

“It is a mistake to think that 
resort to ‘wonder’ measures will 
lead to an immediate improvement 
in the situation. We are still con- 
vinced that we must use both the 
carrot and the slick, and in this way 
attain our goal gradually, but more 
quickly. "Even the systematic 
publishing of timetables is not 
something i regard as an idle dream. 

“The subject is an integral part of 
the broader question of the quality 
of life. And here it is not the law 
that is the dominant factor in 
improving matters, but persuasion 
and tolerance. 

“In conclusion. I wish to assure 
Mf. Keren that we shall do 
everything to ensure that the public 
gels its due. and where necessary 'we 
shall not hesitute to employ Jhe 
legal measures at our disposal. 


an American passport. 

Problems began several years 
ago, when, according to Ben-Israel, 
he was falsely accused by Carter of 
having committed an “unrighteous 
deed with another man's wife.” 
Found guilty, to set an example to 
others, he was separated from his 
family for eight months, confined to 
a small room, and not permitted to 
say more than “shalom” to other 
cult members. He was also shamed 
publicly. 

“Thai brought me back to reality, 
made me open my eyes to what I'd 
been doing” he said. “I began to 
see that I was on the path to total 
destruction. 1 had submitted my in- 
telligence and liberty to Ben-Carter. 
He had stolen my mind and caused 
me to become the enemy of God by 
blasphemizing. Plus my children 
deserved better. They were lacking 
proper food and clothing. 

“THE STRAW that broke the 
camel's back was when my wife 
went from Arad, where we were liv- 
ing, to Dimona to deliver our child. 
1 was then earning IS 1,500 from my 
job in an Arad sock factory, giving it 


all to the cult and only getting back 
1S400 a month to support my wife, 
three kids, and the 20 others liv- 
ing in our fiat. 

"When my wife went to Dimona, 
{.gave her as much- money as I 
could, though the rule is that an 
“outsider" (a cult member stationed 
in another city) who comes to 
Dimona is supposed to have all his 
needs provided for. When my wife's 
money ran out, she asked (he 
Dimona group for food, but got no 
answer. She called and said she was 
starving, but I couldn't help her. So 
she wrote to Carter. He had a 
minister call to find out why I’d sent 
her to Dimona with no money. 

"I felt I was in an untenable situa- 
tion. I couldn't take it any longer. ! 
began to let it be known I was going 
to leave, that the 12 yearn I'd spent 
in Dimona were years of stupidity. 
Carter gave me a speech, about how 
long I’d been with him now, how I'd 
help him raise up a whole genera- 
tion. He's a master of words. But 
God made me see through him. I 
realized I'd caused a whole lot of 
people to worship him. So I left. I 
believe it was an act of God, 


because I'd been one of his most 
dedicated disciples and only Gca 
' could have made me leave. ari d 
leave behind my wile whom i love 
and my son whom i've seen only 
once." 

With his three other children, 
Ben-israel moved into a fiat owned 
by a member of the Arad Commit- 
tee Lo Expel the Black Heorrws. h'c 
remained there for seven months.

THIS week the Israel Museum awarded the 
title of Honorary Fellow to Mrs. Rose (Varda) 
Fisch, the volunteer organizer and moving 
spirit of the Organization of Volunteers at the 
Museum: The award came -not only to Rose 
Fisch, but as a mark of recognition and ap- 
preciation of the efforts of some 100 
volunteers — most of them women — who 
work at the museum on a regular basis. It is 
no exaggeration to say that they have helped 
keep it open. 

All the trained guides at the Museum are 
volunteers: there are 40 of them working on a 
roster standby basis. Most work twice a week 
and spend an additional morning furthering 
their studies or being brought up to date by 


the curators. Potential guides are examined 
for their knowledge of languages and for 
some necessary acquaintance with the arts, 
archeology and architecture, as well as Jewish 
-history. They take. a two-month course, four- 
mornings a week and are required to keep up 
their studies. 

The museum offers free guided "highlight'* 
tours daily at 1 1 a.ra., in either Hebrew or 
English. Tire big demand is for the latter, with 
a guide for every 25 visitors who turn up. 
Special tours devoted to a single subject are 
available every Monday at 3.30 p.m. In addi- 
tion, the volunteers give tours ordered for 
VIPs by government offices and other institu- 
tions, as well as for members of the IDF and 


the police. The Museum adds to its coffers by 
taking a fee for all these special tours, as it 
does for special foreign languages tours in 
German or French requested by tourist agen- 
. cies. • ‘ L : ’• ■ 

The volunjS'ers comq'Frbm all walks of life; 
and even visitors from abroad make them- 
selves useful. A U.S. Air Force major here on 
sabbatical leave spent most of it working in 
the museum's darkroom. Robert and Claudia 
Schulman spent a six-month honeymoon at 
the museum, she in Judaica and Contem- 
porary Art, he sorting shards in the 
archeological lab. 

There are a number of local couples in thp 
organization too: Pearl and Jack Marcus are 


full-time volunteers organizing the burgeon- 
ing gift and book shop, staffed mostly by 
volunteers. Kaio and Abe Nissenson were 
married while training to be guides. One fami-. 
ly can boas^hree -generations of volunteers: 
grandmother Heidi Likers works as a Hebrew 
language guide while her daughter Ruth 
Merkon is in charge of the Youth Wing 
Recycling project. Granddaughter Yael 
Merkon is a high school student working on 
the same project. 

Volunteers also man the Information Desk- 
and work in the Ethnography department, 
classifying, photographing and indexing 
materia] oh field trips as well as at the 
museum itself. All technical work is super- 


vised by a trained curator. Volunteers 
even filled in for guards during varid 
emergency periods. \

The volunteers organization was formed 
1965 but it was re-established sod brought 
its present peak by Rose FisehrWho came ~ 
Israel with her husband David faflowmg tl 
Six Day War. She was an active volunte 
during the Yom Kippur War and later workt . 
with the elderly and the needy. Then d 
found an avocation at die Museum, one f< 
which it is obviously immensely thankful. . . 


IT WAS only a few years ago that a 
child in her last year at an Israeli 
Junior High made an astonishing 
discovery. While idly listening to 
her teacher — • she simply had 
nothing better to do at the time — 
she discovered who it was who had 
led the Industrial Revolution. 

At home, a -loving child, she 
wanted to share her intellectual 
adventure with the rest of her fami- 
ly: since they had come from 
England they might be interested. 
When she found them together, she 
asked, “Don't you want to know 
what 1 learnt at school today? Well, 
we learnt today all about this very 
important man in England who in- 
vented this very important thing." 

Feeling she had covered the es- 
sentials, she was happy enough to 
leave the matter there, but her fami- 
ly clamoured for more. History and 
the Jewish People have a long and 
intimate relationship, and to study 
it, for a Jew, sho’uld be a duty and a 
passion. The child was showing the 
first signs of scholarship and must 
be encouraged. 

“Very interesting. Go on." 

“That’s all. He invented this very 
important thing in England a very 
long time ago." 

Of course it could not have been 
a long time ago: all .of . English 
history does not go back much more 
than 1,000 years. However, a child 
— even a Jewish child — might 
•think 100 years or 200 years a long 
time. 

“Was it the steam engine?" 

“The Spinning Jenny?” 

“The safety pin?" 

“No. What he invented was the 
Industrial Revolution." 

“Robert Owen?” 

“John Stewart Mill?” 


The Max Wax Factor 

A.S.I. Acker discovers a universal 
psychological constant. 


“Uri Geller?” 

“No. He was old and healthy and 
had a beard and boils." 

“Charles Darwin?” ' 

“James Watt?” 

“Uri Avneri?” 

“No. His name was Max 
Something. I think. Max Wax.” 

Silence. 

“And afterwards invented Com- 
munism in Russia.” 

Ah, that Max Wax! Hale Max 
Wax, with beard and boils. 

It is from him we derive the Max 
Wax Factor. And it is that which in- 
fluences the brain to retain the least 
relevant details of any information 
offered gratuitously and transform 
them almost beyond recognition. 

As we all know, Max Wax himself 
was Jewish, but the Max Wax Fac- 
tor is a universal psychological con- 
stant. 

There was this grubby, little girl 
of 14 at a school in the north of 
England. She had been sitting 
through- a lesson about the great age 
of English exploration. She had sat 
quietly through this lesson, and 
previous ones, trying to draw a pic- . 
ture of her boyfriend who had a 
motor-bike and “fantastic” hair. 
Clearly not all her attention was on 
her drawing for one day, after class, 
she came up to the teacher. 

"Please Sir." The adolescent, 
adenoidal, Yorkshire whine was 
produced just below his chest. 
“Please Sir, this, Sir, Queen 


Elizabeth. Sir, was she called the 
Virgin Queen, Sir?" 

A quick glance from her sly eyes 
showed that down that slippery path 
it was possible to go in only one 
direction. “Yes, that is perfectly 
correct, Ireene, Queen Elizabeth 
was called the Virgin Queen.” 

“And, please Sir, why was she 
called the Virgin Queen, Sir?” 

With his books under his arm and 
poised for flight, the teacher 
- delivered himself up to the enemy. 
“Well, you see, Ireene, Queen 
Elizabelh-er wasn't mamed-ed. you 
see.” 

Laughing like Billy Bunter, 
he!he!heihe!he! Ireene said, “Yes, 
Sir, but if she wunt married that 
dun't mean she was a virgin. Sir, eh. 
Sir?” 

The Max Wax Factor. Two 
hundred years of English history. Sir 
Thomas Moore, Howard, Drake, 
Hawkins, Shakespeare, all disap- 
pear under the anxiety of the real 
question that needed answering: if 
Queen Elizabeth knocked off a bit 
on the side with the Earl of Dudley 
wouldn't it be all right to go all the 
way with her boyfriend and his fan- 
tastic hair? 

Once i took several courses in 
history at the university because I 
was studying English literature. (If I 
had been studying history I would 
have had to take several courses in 
English). 1 took the history of 
whatever happened to be taught 


whenever I happened to be at the 
university anyway. 

I took a course on the Athenian 
Constitution and what was done to 
it by Pisistratus the Disastratus, 
alias Max Wax. And another course 
on Ancient Rome, from its founda- 
tion to the Achim Grachim. 

These lectures, were given by a 
young man who always came into 
class dressed like a Tonton, one of 
Papa Doc's men. He wore a loud 
shirt, buttoned to the neck but 
without a tie. His hair was thick and 
black and beautifully brushed. He 
wore a black, bar moustache like a 
Latin American dictator and even 
in the dim university classroom he 
wore dark glasses. 

His students were too terrified of 
him to learn anything while he was 
looking in their direction. All learn- 
ing had to be done surreptitiously at 
home. At his first lesson an 
American with whispy beard and 
long hair confined in a Indian band 
muttered, "Very heavy vibrations in 
here, man, very heavy.” 

In this course I learned that the 
Achim Grachim were not, as I had 
previously supposed, criminal 
building contractors from Kfax 
Sava, but old Romans of a similar 
ilk. 

They were devoted followers of 
the infamous Roman Consul, 
Maxus Waxus. 

Yet a third course was given by a 
Sabra who taught the Irish Problem 
in Hebrew. His knowledge was en- 
cyclopedic arid names, dates, and 
events poured out pfhinr like rotten 
potatoes in the Irish famine. He 
knew what the word “cess" ‘meant 
and what kind, of crates were 
needed for the Orange Movement. 
If the British Government, instead

of poking their noses into our af- 
fairs, had asked his advice (and fol- 
lowed it) there would be no Irish 
Problem, and perhaps no Irish. 

- His Hebrew pronunciation of 
Irish names transmogrified them 
into strange and wonderful spells. 
Native speakers of Hebrew who had' 
never heard the originals' had no dif- 
ficulty in following him. Those who 
did know what he was talking about 
sometimes couldn’t understand 
him, . .. 

Towards the end of his course he 
spoke about the decisive impor- 
tance of ha-krav at ha-Bong ■— the 
battle on the Bong. 

TtaerBong. The Bong? Where in 
Ireland is the Bong? There was d 
battle fought there in 1690 when the 
dirthy English defeated the Catholic 
King James. Thai Bong That was 
the Bong he was talking- about. • 
Naturally, what I remember biest 
— practically all that! remember — . 
from this course is that the English 
were led to their victory in the bat- 


tle on the Bong by their new Dutch 
King, William Max Wax. 

The same girl who introduced the 
Max Wax Factor is now in Nahal in 
her last year of array service.

: Melitz creations are not ex- 
nsuitable for bonfire gatherings, 
himself, is the first to dis- 
his reputation as a designer * 
ar mitzvas and weddings.

> think that my clientele conies 
for day wear as well as even* 
’ear,” he says. Melitz dresses 
- of the top socialites in the 
.ry, and those who live outside 
vviv think nothing of making 
mg trek to his prestigious ad- 
in Kikar Haraedina. While 
designers would boast of the 


patronage of the elite, Melitz' does 
not want to be categorized as the 
couturier of the upper echelons. He 
is quick to tell you that be also 
caters for the hoi poUoi, “who put 
together their grushim to pay for a 
garment. Fm proud to say that my 
clients come from all strata of 
society and that most of them are 
permanent clients." 

The reason that most and not all 
are regulars, has a' lot to do. with 
chemistry. -Melitz does not. like 
dealing with women who have no 
idea of what they want. He can’t 
abide anyone who 'Telies on me 
implicitly." 

Melitz maintains that a fashion 
creation is the fruit of & meeting of 
minds. His client should know more 
or less what she wants, and after 
consulting with him, they should 
come to .an agreement, in which, he 
admits candidly, “I have the final 
say” 


It is Impossible to pin Melitz 
down to a favourite style. He argues 
that every creation must be seen in 
the context of who is wearing it for 
what occasion. 

As a general rule, he doesn’t go in 
for revealing necklines, although he 
concedes that he sometimes has 
problems in this respect with clients 
in the over-50 age group.' Young 
women, with, good firm skin who 
have something to reveal, don’t 
mind the covered-up look, whereas 
women with more matronly textures 
and proportions seem to want it all 
on show. ' ' ' 

Melitz uses good fabrics which he 
shapes into classic lines and oc- 
casionally dresses up with sequins, 
beading, ribbons or embroidery. 
More often than not, the fabric 
itself is sufficiently stunning to stand 
on its own merits. 

A case in point is the wedding 


dress which he' made for his own 
daughter three years ago. 
Fashioned out of;20 metres of pure 
silk chiffons, h was triple-layered all 
the way through including the long 
. sleeves and featured a high boat 
neckline, ft was simultaneously 
demurely virginal, yet erotic 
because of the sheerness of the 
fabric. 

At the opposite extreme, Melitz 
does some outrageous things in a 
spirit of fashion fun, as for instance 
giving a psychedelic flavour to a set 
of classic cotton voile separates by 
circling the skirt with row upon row 
of multi-coloured sequins. On a 
solid coloured fabric, this might be 
considered different, but not es- 
pecially daring. But Melitz threw 
his siquins on lo spotted voille in 
which the main tone was a marine 
blue. 

Gentle drapes, fine pleats and 
. dropped torsos crop up frequently 
in his current summer Collection, 
but not as repeat performances of 
each other. The pleats are 
sometimes in the sleeves and not in 
any other part of the garment; just 
in the skirt or running down -all the 
way from the sides of the shoulder 
seam to the hemline. 

-He also likes studies in contrasts 
and will team a starkly simple dress 
with a sparkling sequraned jacket. 
Likewise, a voluminous, fly-away 
scarf gives both class and drama to a 
two-tone, ankle-length belted tunic, 

A flapper dress made for a client 
attending a Roaring Twenties party, 
was sufficiently suggestive of the 
era, but toned down to make it 
suitable for today’s fashion. The 
neckline was outlined ip black jets 
as a concession to Charleston 
authenticity, but the styling was less 
extreme than it was a little over half 
a century ago. 

Emphasizing the importance of 
fabric, Melitz whipped out a super 
chemise which would be in place at 
any formal do. The style was not 
much different from anything that 
comes off a mass production line, 
but the workmanship was better, 
and the high quality fabric turned 
an ordinary dress into a fashion 
item. 

Melitz appreciates fine, soft, tex- 
tures — “the softer the better.” His 
fabric collection includes a pleasing 
choice of bright floral sheers to 
offset the tan of an Israeli summer. 

Although his establishment is 
known as The Jerry Melitz Shop, it 
is not a shop in the accepted sense. 
One doesn't simply walk in off the 
street and choose something off the 
rack, even though the racks are not 
empty. Whoever buys from Jeny 
Melitz gets something which fits her 
perfectly, because it’s tailored to 
both her size and her needs. “All 
the fun in fashion,” says Melitz, “is 
in outfitting a woman in what suits 
her best. There’s no such thing as a 
typical Jerry Melitz garment, 
because what. is right for one 
woman, is not right for another." 

American fashion connoisseurs 
have also become aware of the 
Melhz impact through the Israel 
fashion promotions of Israel Bonds. 
Melitz creations are among the 
highlights of the Israel Bond 
Fashion Shows which help to raise 
money for Israel and also create an 
awareness of Israel’s fashion 
capabilities. 

Fashion-wise, Melitz is often 
ahead of the times. He refused to 
relinquish to me a certain 
photograph of garments which ap- 
peared in an Israel 'Bond show 
“because I’m not making dresses 
Hke that anymore." The glorious, 
tent-like evening creations are now 
in vogue in Paris, London and New 
York, but for Melitz they are pas- 
s&e, as he turns his hand to 
something newer and more exciting.

Israel America Chamber of Commerce at 20 

Chamber has helped exports 
to U.S. increase 25-fold

TEL AVIV. — The Israel-America 
Chamber of Commerce and Industry 
has had more than a "marginal'’ ef- 
fect in developing trade between 
the two countries. Dr. Asher 
Halperin. the chamber's president, 
said yesterday on the eve of 
preparations to celebrate its 20th 
anniversary. 

The chamber, which acts as a 
“clearing house of information and a 
place where visiting businessmen 
meet their Israeli, counterparts," 
grew in these 20 years from a small 
social club with 150 members who 
joined on a more or less individual 
basis, to 700 members today, with 
each member being a "firm.’' 
Moreover, the chamber has at pre- 
sent nine sister chambers, in New 
York, Cleveland, Boston, Chicago, 
Los Angeles. Miami. Baltimore, 
Philadelphia and Minneapolis. 

Ms. Nina Admoni. executive 
director of the chamber, noted that 
Israeli exports to the U.S. had 
grown 25-fold in these 20 years, 


from 538m. to S976.Sm. Israeli im- 
ports over the period had grown 
eight-fold, from Sl73ra. to SI,549m. 

“Our aim has always been to 
develop two-way trade, favouring of 
course, Israeli exports,” Dr. 
Halperin said. He added that 
Israel's exports had increased by 
about 10 per cent (despite the 
decline in the sale of diamonds) in 
the first quarter of 1981. 

The chamber claims that it is the 
"largest and most active" bi- 
national body in Israel, and that it 
provides local businessmen with a 
stream of information on the 
American market. "Moreover, 
within a few years, we hope to set 
up a terminal here, so that we can 
instantly tap the vast amount of in- 
formation available at the World 
Trade Information Centre in New 
York, and at the Worldwide Infor- 
mation Trade System in 
Washington.

F1BI launches ‘single-type’ funds

TEL AVIV. — The First Inter- 
national Bank has launched a 
"single-type” mutual fund system.' 
At present, all the banks which 
manage mutual funds (unit trusts) 
base each mutual fund on a "mix" 
of various investments. Many con- 
sist of a variety of stocks and' a few 
index-linked bonds, others are the 
exact opposite. Some contain 
foreign currency, others not 
First International Bank's new 
system will be to set up each fund 
with only one type of investment. 


Thus, its Mivtah will consist only of 
government index-linked bonds, its 
M eg u van will consist only of bank 
stocks, which are considered quite 
“solid.” Others will consist of more 
speculative stocks, while yet others 
will deal only with foreign curren- 
cies. 

The idea, the bank says, is that 
“each customer can make his own* 
‘mix' of investments by buying dif- 
ferent mutual funds.” If a customer 
decides to switch from one mutual 
fund to another within the bank, no 
fee will be charged.

TEL AVIV. — The continual rise of 
membership in the provident funds 
run by Bank Hapoalim is credited in 
great part to the fact that the pen- 
sions provided for many employees 
are insufficient, according to the 
bank. 

In many cases the employees* 
salary is composed of wages plus 
special allowances, such as those for 
telephone and car use. Pensions are 
only paid on the wages proper, and 
this is often only about 60 per cent 
of the total pay packet. 

To supplement this meagre pen- 
sion, many workers join a provident 
fund. Often they join two, with one 
being used for monthly deductions 
from their pay cheques, and the 
other for odd sums of money which 
they get unexpectedly. 

The membership of Gadish grew 
by 73,000 in 1980, to total 350,000, 
the bank reports. The fund's total' 
assets rose by 195 per cent, to stand 


at IS 5.4 biHion. Profits were dis- 
tributed aX the rate of .151.9 per 
cent, as compared to a 137.6 per 
cent rise in the cost-of-living index. 

The bank notes that during the 
past few years profits kept con- 
siderably ahead of inflation. For ex- 
ample, in the two-year, period 1979- 
1980. the cumulative profit of 
Gadish was 436 per cent, while the 
index rose by 381 per cent; in the 
three-year period 1978-80, 
cumulative profits were 727 per 
cent (the index rose by 602 per 
cent); in the five-year period 1976- 
1980, cumulative profits rose by 
1,695 per cent, while the index rose 
by 1,265 per cent. . 

Another provident fond, Keren 
Or, which was founded only a few ; 
years ago, showed a 203 per cent in- , 
crease in membership (to 11,000) m j 
1980. The fund's profits distributed ; 
in 1980 were 152 per cent (com- j 
pared to the 137.6 per emit rise in j 
the index).

TEI. AVIV. — Agrexco has just 
completed its autumn and winter 
export season. During the October 
to March period the company ex- 
ported 70,000 tons of agricultural 
products, worth $83m. 

The company's fruit exports were 
hard hit, however. This was because 
freak weather last year resulted in 
.extremely small quantitites of- 
avocados for export. There were 
only 6,000 tons instead of the ex-' 
pected 25,000. 

American avocado growers work- 
ing within the A vocal Corporation 
tried to move into Israel’s most 
lucrative market — France, but 
failed miserably. According to the 
trade magazine Avocado Grower, 
A vocal’s failure was due to the poor 


quality of Lhe merchandise and to 
flaws in A vocal's pricing policy. The 
fruit left the U.S. in good condition, 
but was no longer so when French 
importers inspected it. 

The president of California's 
Avocado 1 Industry Commission, 
Ralph Pinkerton in an interview in 
the Avocado Grower described the 
predicament in France as ‘’quite 
disturbing. It's stupid to do what 
we've done to a new market like 
France. How can we expect to build 
the market against Israel, when our 
packaging can't even compare with 
theirs." 

The Post learns that if everything 
. goes right, starting next October 
Israel plans to make up for this 
year’s losses by exporting much 
larger quantities than the 25,000 
tons planned for this year.

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A present danger 


THIS IS NOT the first time in its 33-year history that the State of 
Israel is facing a possible recourse to arms if diplomatic efforts to 
remove a security threat fail. 

But it is the first time in the country's history, and despite a general 
agreement among Israelis that the Syrian missiles in Lebanon must 
be removed, that there is no genuine national consensus supporting a 
decision by the government to go to war. 

in the past. Israel took up arms to defend itself against actual 
aggression from the outside, or against a clear and present danger of 
such aggression. Now the country is being called upon to be ready to 
initiate warlike action beyond its border to counter a threat (the anti- 
aircraft missiles) to its ability to neutralize another threat to its 
security, namely restriction of its capacity to patrol the skies over 
Lebanon and its PLO terrorist bases. Even so indirect a war aim. 
however, would be overwhelmingly endorsed by the nation if it were 
made plainly, and immediately, relevant to the country's defence. 

Perversely. Premier (and Defence Minister) Begin keeps insisting 
on a much wider definition of the war aim, which he keeps trying to 
swathe in moralistic argument about Israel's “Zionist obligation" to 
prevent a Nazi-like massacre of the Lebanese Christians at the hands 
of the Syrians. Such an obligation is maintainable if it is confined to 
the supply of military assistance. 

The' claim of a general Israeli duty to rush, even at the cost of 
Israeli Lives, to the rescue of every persecuted minority in the Middle 
East is preposterous, and not credible. Moreover, it threatens to blow- 
up what would otherwise be a measure of self-defence into- larger war 
with f;r.a and then, if this is not quickly enough contained, with 
other neighbouring Arab states as well. 

Syria, we have been assured by Mr. Begin, will not engage in such 
a war — and in any case it will be badly defeated in it. But the rulers 
of Damascus, calculating their own risks, have apparently decided 
that it is worth their while to refuse to remove the missiles even if it 
leads to war. because in the long run, politically speaking, they will 
come out the winners even if they lose the military campaign. 

What does Israel stand to gain from a wider war? Unfortunately 
there is no evidence that the question has even been seriously tackled 
by the government, and especially by Mr. Begin. 

Instead of answers the public is served up Mr. Begin's incredible 
and reckless rhetoric. 

This posturing by the Prime Minister has sapped any public con- 
sensus: it has also rattled and dismayed the nation's top military 
echelons. Even ordinary civilians, let alone our army professionals, 
were astounded by the premier's operational disclosures in the 
Knesset on Monday about the aborted attempts to hit the Syrian mis- 
siles on April 30. For it takes little military expertise to know tint 
such information is of inestimable value to the enemy. 

But this was not the first time that Mr. Begin's oratory outran good 
sense. Earlier he bad signalled that the missiles, if attacked, would be 
hit from the air. 

Little wonder, therefore, that there is a growing sense that Mr. 
Begin’s oral recklessness reflects the nature of his decision-making as 
well. 

Not since the days of Pinhas Lavon as defence minister in the 
1950s, and a few brief days before June 6, 1967, have the nation and 
the army found themselves in such doubt about the capacity and 
sagacity of the man who would send them into battle, as is presently 
the case with Menahem Begin.

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A G REAT many people, it seems, 
arc having a difficult time deciding 
whom to vote for. This is the in- 
dividual's experience of what the 
polls have been saying: the propor- 
tion of undecided voters continues 
10 be extremely high. 

In fact, I strongly suspect that 
many voters who told pollsters they 
intended to vote for a particular 
party are not in anybody's pocket 
yet. No doubt, many “decided" 
voters have been changing their 
minds from week to week, or from 
campaign event to event Only on 
election day, when confronted by 
the piles of ballots in their pigeon- 
holes. will they make the ultimate 
decision, the final mental flip of the 
coin. Thus the findings of the polls 
should be taken with more than a 
grain of salt because they have not 
been reporting on the intensity of 
voters' commitments. 

A good part of this widespread in- 
decision derives from the dispiriting 
fact that voters have come to un- 
derstand that they, in effect, have 
little or no chance of influencing 
what the next government will do 
on the issues closest to their hearts. 
The nature of Israel's electoral 
system, the complexity of the 
political realities confronting the 
country, the growing cynicism of 
politicians and parties, and the 
American-style P.R. packaging of 
election campaigns have all con- 
tributed to make that realization 
more true than ever before. 

That this is not only an Israeli 
problem is little consolation. As a 
still chrystallizing society, Israelis 
have a much greater objective need 
for effective leadership and for a 
leadership based on a broad 
national consensus and public con- 
fidence than do more established 
societies. We also have much nar- 
rower leeway for political mistakes 
resulting from bad government and 
poor leadership — witness the latest 
predicament we have permitted

ourselves to get into in Lebanon. 

Were this a “normal** established 
society, the less than enthusing ar- 
ray of parties and politicians 
presenting themselves for approval 
wou£d most likely be reflected in a 
sharp drop in die proportion of 
voters going to the polls. Being a 
Jewish state, howeyer, means that 
this country is one of the most 
politicized and politically conscious 
populations in the world; people 
here consider voting a civic com- 
mandment and in all likelihood they 
will continue to vote at a rate of 80 
per cent or more. 

In fact, one of the things to be on 
the lookout for in the elections is a 
sharp decline in voter participation. 
Such a drop would be a. definite 
signal of growing alienation from 
the system -itself, rather than from 
any particular party, and would in- 
dicate the urgent need for far- 
reaching reforms in the political 
system. 


. political life. 

Before one despairs of 
democratic . politics entirely, 
however, it must be said . that 
democracy does consistently 
provide the voters with one all- 
important power — that of “ldcfciqg 
the bums out," the power of voting 
“no." 

.The 1977 elections were a classic 
case of such negative voting. Zt is 
generally agreed that in those elec- 
tions the decisive factor was the 
mass of voters who deserted the 
Labour Party, who were determined 
to put an end to 29 years of Labour 
rule. The defectors did not go over 
en bloc to the Likud, bat spread over 
the political spectrum, with a large 
segment going to the newly formed 
Democratic Movement for Change, 
which has since disappeared.

THE MALAISE affecting large 
parts of the electorate stems 
specifically from the paradox of a 
deep civic sense of having to vote 
and an equally deep disenchant- 
ment with all the parties and most of 
their candidates. To overcome this 
inner clash, voters must learn to 
free themselves of the illusion that 
democracy is a system that con- 
sistently enables voters to par- 
ticipate in determining what 
government will do in their name. 
The truth is that such a luxury is 
only rarely encountered in real 


There is reason to believe that 
negative voting will be the dominant 
factor in these elections, too. With 
one main difference. In 1977, the 
vote went against Labour with the 
main opposition party, tlx: Likud un- 
der Menahem Begin, being largely 
an untried factor, because it had 
never held the rein^ of power. In 
1981, we have had four years of 
Begin government, and those of us 
sensible enough not tQ be swayed by 
rhetoric alone can judge that 
government on its performance. 


By that criterion, there can be lit- 
tle doubt that the Begin government 
.has been Israel's worst, by far, and 
this is said with full recollection of 
the marked decline in die effec- 


THIS IS a judgment shared eVen by 
many members .of the Likud, and 
even by Likud minister and MKs, 
who understandably offer their opi- 
nion with suitable explanations and 
excuses. Usually, ho w e v er, there is 
an attempt to separate Mr. Begin 
from -the failing marks landed out 
to las party and j pvc rn u ncnu. - 

This is an' artificial separation. 
The Begin government has, indeed, 
been IsraeFs worst, and Mr. jBegin 
as its head, bears most d* the respon- 
sibility for that failnre. As prime 
minister, he was Israel's worst. 

; It will always remain a mystery 
why a truly charismatic leader of 
Bogin's calibre, a man in unchal- 
lenged control of his party and 
cabinet, and a consummate pofitted 
tactician to boot, failed to provide 
even a modicum of leadership to a 
nation thirsting for it, when he was > 
at long last given that opportunity. 

It may be that his incumbency 
was overshadowed by his Bfamcs, 
which expressed themselves in 
sharp swings in his mood between 
euphoric hyperactivity and depress- . 
sed lethargy. The foot remains, 
however, that as prime mhusier 
Begin failed to establish a broad 
national consensus behind bis 
leadership; failed to impose a 
coherent leadership on the squab 1 
bfing batons of the Likud; and fiafed 
to provide the nation with the in- 
spiring sense of there being a wise 
and strong man at the helm. This is

world. 

In July of this year, a women's 
team will again represent Israel in 
Toronto, where the Women’s 
World Bowls will be held. In addi- 
tion, local competitions are highly 
organized throughout the season 
and we feel that results at least of 
both league and national events 
should be reported each week. 
Hopefully, with the start of our new 
season in June, we will once again 
enjoy the same coverage of a few 
years ago, especially as we notice 
that you now have a daily sports 
column. 

In the course of this year, two 
new greens will be opened, one in 
Ra’anana and one at Kfar Mac- 
cabia, and with interest being shown 
in Netanya and Jerusalem, it is 
hoped to bring an upsurge in pop- 
ularity throughput the country.

NO BONANZA 




To the Editor cf The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — The April 6 report of your 
New York correspondent that 
ABC- TV’s S20 million Masada "will 
provide a major hasbara bonanza 
for Israel" is too wide of the mark 
for me to keep quiet in face of it. 

Perhaps your correspondent was ' 
engaging in wishful hoping, writing 
as he did, because the outdoor se- 
quences of this massive spectacular 
were filmed in Israel, and it was 
good for Israel's economy. But was 
it good for much else? There are 
many of us on the American scene 
who were deeply disappointed with 
the portrayals in the motion picture 
and the impact they must have had 
on many of the unwary. 

Peter O’Toole, one of the 
screen's finest actors, created a 
magnificent portrait of the Roman 
General Silva. He made of this in- 
human militarist a sensitive, intel- 
ligent, understanding, warm, 
vulnerable, loving human beings 
You could not hate him; you could 
only respect and admire his 
courage, his essential decency and 
bis apparent wish to let the 
benighted and persecuted Jews live 
in peace. ( • 

As for our Jewish hero, Eleazar, 
as depicted by Peter Strauss, he was 
made a decent human being, of 
course. But in fighting for the right 
of his people to live in freedom, he 
was also shown to be motivated by 
zealotry, an extremist who had been 
“directed by the Lord Above to 
resist" the Roman enemy. 


As a result, when Eledzar and his 
followers on the mountain top com- 
mitted mass suicide, it. was for too 
many viewers all too reminiscent of 
Jonestown, Guiana. One was es- 
pecially made conscious of the com- 
parison by the good Silva’s 
monologue of heartbreak as he bent 
to the knee before the dead Eleazar. 
The Roman's final words to the in- 
ert Jewish leader were that he and 
his followers were fools for having 
destroyed themselves in Hght of 
Silva’s repeated promises to win 
them freedom, to keep them alive 
and to help them and their descen- 
ders have a decent future. And 
who could have denied the pos- 
sibility of the promise — for wasn't 
Peter O'Toole — or rather S2va — 
an absolutely beautiful man?
